A check in the amount of the payment shown by the Return to be 
due, should be drawn payable to the Disbursing Clerk, United States 
Department of Agriculture, and mailed, together with the Return, to the 
Comptroller, Agricultural Adjustment Administration, Washington, D.C. 
Complete instructions for making out the Return are annexed thereto, 
together with examples illustrating the computation of the payments.
